Effect o : Forest Fires. 


• to New- 
Lauds 


England 


At a recent B ectlng of Ihe State Board 


of Ajrrlcutiura at North Adams, Mass., 


I read a paper OD "Forest 


rllUKB CAFE, 


Fires," by Fro cssor C. S. Surgcnl, of the 
Arnold Arliorolum. 
The following ex- 


trucls from the paper give some idea of ils 
seope : 


tbe forest and tbe plain and whore trees 
tinder tbe most favorable conditions barely 
exist, a lire not only kills the forest, but It 
makes any futnro*growth of trees Impossi- 
ble. We, in New England, sre more for- 
tunale; 'and It Is entirely within our power 
to regulate the composition of our forests 
and maintain a proper proportion between 
foreatwreas and farming land. 


If, ncjjfever, forests are subject to con- 


stant dadger by fire there can be no prop- 


i M f r 6y«len>of for«st management Introduced 
« oo !£!:0 tbe rural eco"omy ol tbe community. 
7s, There Is little inducement to plant or pro- 
" tect and encourage (be growth of natural 


woodlands so long as the condition of pub- 
lic sentiment Is such tbat the authors of 
forest flres are not held responsible for 
their acts. A man cannbt be expected to 
expend money or labor on his trees or al- 
low them to grow a year after be can find 
any market for them If he has the danger 
of flrcs constantly before his eyes. There 
is no inducement, under these circumstan- 
ces, to allow a forest Io mature for timber; 
it is safer to cut it off for cord-wood at tbe 
earliest possible moment, and thus reduce 
the risk of probable loss. 
Under these 


circumstances It is useless to adopt any ol 
the methods of thinning or pruning by 
whicb tbe value of young forest trees (or 
limber may be vastly improved; or to 
guard Ihe wooda from roaming and de- 
structive cattle. 
Even in a State like 


Masf:tcbusett3, where the value of all for- 
est products is enormously high, capital 
will not take the risk of forest culture, al- 
though it might be made most profitable 
under a wiser management. Tbis Is a mat- 
ter of especial interest to New England to- 
day, because upon it largely depends the 
country's future wbite-pioe supply and the 
greatly enhanced value m the early future 
of much New England land.

80,000,000,000 feet, and this estimate in- 
eludes small and inferior trees which a few 
years ago would not have been considered 
worth- counting. The annual production 
of this lumber is not far from 10,000,000.000 
(eet, and the demand is constantly and 
rapidly increasing. 
The publication of 


these lads 'a few months ago has greatly 
increased, and In some coses more than 
doubled, tbe value of pine lands; and it 
does not require any particular powers of 
foresight to be able to predict tbat 
tbe price must advance to still higher 
figures. Enough 13 now known to permit 
the positive statement tbat no great unex- 
plored body of this pine remains ; and tbat 
with tbe exception ol the narrow red-wood 
belt of the California coast, no Xorth 
American forest can yield in quantity any 
substitute for it. 
Under these circum- 


stances Ihe growing pine of New England 
will soon become an important element in 
tbe country's supply, ^ew Eo-rland can- 
not allow tbis opportunity for increased 
prosperity to be lost. 


THE DANGER AND THE REMEDIES. 


The single danger which threatens prop- 


erty of mis nature is the danger, real or 
imaginary, of destruction by forest fires. 
If cbis danger and tbe dread of It could be 
removed, or at least greatly reduced, an 
Investment in young pines growing io 
New England would promise to capital In 
tbe long run larger returns than could be 
derived from almost uny other legitimate 
business enterprise. The census investi- 
gation showed that in Massachusetts dur- 
ing the year 1880. lilty-two such tires 
were set by spaiks lrom locomotives; that 
lorty spread lrom carelessly burned brusb 
heaps; that hunters caustd thirty-seven- 
that nineteen careless smokers dropped 
Ibeir Hi/bled cigars or burning ashes from 
their pipes and so ca'ised disastrous con- 
flagrations. in tbree Instances tbe origin 
of torest flres is ascribed to the burning of 
charcoal andi in only eigbt esses to malice. 
It appears, ibcn, that the railroads are re- 
sponsible for tbe greatest number of these 
Ores; and tbat the remeinder may be gen- 
erally traced l» sheer carelessness. 


As a first step toward checking this evil, 


railroad corporations should be compelled 
to provide their locomotives with spark- 
consumers. Another act is needed to com- 
pel, under penally of fine, Ihe collection 
and burning during the winter in which 
the trees are cat of every p rt of tbem not 
not carried away. A criminal act is also 
demanded for tbe punishment of any who 
shall maliciously or carelessly set flre 
to growing wood. 
On these points, 


however, it is more important to educate 
public opinion than to frame or pass laws 
—which will lonly be enforced when peo- 
ple feel tbe need of them. 
A lull under- 


standing of the forest question as it exists 
in New England to-day is tbe best guaran- 
tee that tbe woods will be protected and 
receive the care which in their economic 
aspect if in no other they deserve.
